DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is responsive to the following communication: Original application filed on 28 
January 2004. 

2. Claims 1-36 are pending and present for examination. Claims 1, 11, 20, and 29 are independent 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

a. Group 1 : Claims 1-10 relate to a metadirectory system; 

b. Group 2 : Claims 11-28 relate to a method and a computer-usable medium for 
communicating data within a metadirectory system; and 

c. Group 3 : Claims 29-36 relate to an automated method of synchronizing information in 
an enterprise information system. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currently, no claims are generic.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one 
of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
